Train Wrecked.

Alan (N .) Sept. 5.—At mid- 
night a train wrecking was made on 
the New York Central near Greenbush. 
Luckily there was no loss of life or 
serious injury resulting. The train 
wrecked was on its way to Moutreal 
and consisted of eight well-filled sleep- 
It was derailed, but, barring a 
the 


more serious than the wrecking of the 
vars resulted. 

The train was 25 minutes late and 
running 30 miles an hour when the 
engine struck an obstruction and was 


lifted into the air and the whole traix | 


thrown from the track. The engineer 
and fireman stuck to their posta. The 
first sleeper containing 22 passengers 
slid down the embankment and turned 
op its side. None of the passengers 
were injured, outside of a few bruises. 
The second coach turned a somersault 
and landed in the ditch bottom side 
up. In this coach was only one pas- 
senger, Mise Garakan, and the con- 
ductor and porter. Neither were dan- 
gerously hurt, though Miss Garakan 
received a severe blow on the head 
and was the most hurt of all the pas- 
sengers. The third car was thrown 
About eight passen- 
gers were in this coach. The other 
eepers did not leave the road- 
A number of passengers were 
cut an bruised in extricating them- 
selves from the wreck. 

An investigation as to the canse of 
the disaster showed a rail jammed into 
the cattle guards, wedged with tim- 
bers and securely held by a fish plate 
The whole arrangement was placed in 
a slepting position to lift the train 
clear off the track, The result showed 
the jadgment of the fiends who placed 
the obstruction on the track was un- 
erring, and their purpcse was success- 
fully accomplished. Continuing the 
investigation there was revealed a sim- 
ilar obstruction on the south bound 
track a little way below. No stone 
will be left unturued to discover the 
perpetrators of the dastardly outrage. 
A relief train brought all the passen- 
gers back here. They number 63. 

A reward of $500 is offered for the 
apprehension of the miscreants, and 
the Koights of Labor offer $1,000.
